The moon was shining brightly 
when the raiders crossed the south- 
eastern point and headed for the me- 
tropolis. 

The usual warnings were given 
promptly and the people had time to 
reach shelters before the guns in the 
neighborhood of London were heard. 
The firing was almost continuous fcr 
more than two hours and was imnusu- 
ally severe. Several bombs were 
dropped by the raiders. The number 
of enemy aircraft is not known, but 
they seem to have been more numer- 
ous than usual.

FRENCH AIRMEN HAVE BAGGED 
322 ENEMY PLANES IN TWO 
MONTHS. 


Paris, May 17.—French airmen have 
brought down 322 enemy airplanes 
during March and April as compared 
with 96 French airplanes lost in the 
same period. The inferiority of the 
German air service is causing the 
general staff grave anxiety. 

The official statement relative to 
aerial activity issued by the war office 
today reads: 

“Great aerial activity’ prevailed on 
Thursday. Over twenty-five tons of 
bombs were dropped on important 
railway centres, airdromes and billets 
behind the enemy lines. 

“Aerial fighting was intense early in 


30 hostile machines being destroyed 
and five driven down out of control. 
Ten were shot down by our antl-air- 
craft guns, two landing behind our 
lines. Their occupants were captured 
Five of our machines are missing. 

“During the night ten and a half 
tons of bombs were dropped on dif- 
ferent targets, including the railway 
stations at Lille, Douni and Chaulnes. 
Billets in the neighborhood of Ba- 
paume, Peronne and Rosieres, as well 
as the docks at Bruges, were also 
bombed. 

“The enemy’s night flying machines 
were also active. One Gotha landed 
behind our lines, and its crew was 
captured.

will be confined to Japan and China. 
Its purpose is the safeguarding of 
Manchuria with possibilities of its ex- 
tension to Siberia.

NO LIMIT TO PART 
OF STATES IN WAR 


PRESIDENT— WILSON MAKES A 
STIRRING ADDRESS; STAND 
“BY RUSSIA. 


New York, May 19.—Opening with a 
speech here last night the Red Cross 
drive for a second $100,000,000 war 
fund, President Wilson announced the 
purpose of the United States to set no 
limit on its efforts to win the war: 

“T have heard a gentleman recently,” 
said he, “ say that we must get 56,000,- 
000 men ready. Why limit it to five 
million? I havé asked of congress to 
name no limit, because congress in- 
tends, I am sure as we all intend, that 
every ship that can carry men and 
supplies shall go laden on every voy- 
age with every man she can carry.” 


GO STRAIGHT AHEAD. 

“The United States,” the pres{dent 
declared, “will not be deterred from 
its purpose of winning the war by in- 
sincere approaches on the subject of 
peace. . 

“I can say with a clear conscience,” 
he said, “that I have tested the inten- 
tions and have found them insincere, 
I now recognize them for what they 
are, an opportunity to have a free 
hand, particularly in the East, to carry 
out purposes of conquest and exploit- 
ation. Every proposal with regard to 
accommodation in the west involves 
a reservation in regard to the east. 
I intend to stand by Russia as we 
must France. 

The statement brought the house to 
its feet cheering. 

IF THEY WANT PEACE. 

German rulers, the president declar- 
ed, are mistaken if they think the 
United States will sacrifice anybody 
for its own sake. “If they wish peace, 
let them come forward and put their 
terms on the table. We have laid ours 
and they know what they are,” he 
said.

Northwest of Rheims a 
French detachment penetrated to the 
third German line, taking prisoners. 

RESUME OFFENSIVE. 

London, May 20.—The Turks have 
resumed the offensive all along the 
Caucasian front and have occupied 
Van, says aé dispatch from Tiflis, 
dated May 12. Another Armenian 
massacre has been begun. The nego- 
tiations for a separate peace between 
the Caucasian diet and the German 
government have been broken off on 
account of the exhorbitant demands 
of the Turks. 

Amsterdam, May 20.—Russian Bol- 
sheviki troops, according to a _ tele- 
gram from Constantinople, have suc- 
ceeded in capturing the town of Pet- 
rovsk, on the west shore of the Cas- 
pian sea, 200 miles north of Baku and 
Oerentkapoi. 


ENEMY METHODS 
IN UKRAINE ARE 
BEING RESENTED 


S 
DISTRICT ASSEMBLIES HAVE 
DECIDED TO BURN BREAD 
AND PROVISIONS 


London, May 21—The ruthless 
methods of the Germans in attempt- 


ing to gather foodstuffs in the Ukraine 
are meeting with bitter opposition 
from the exasperated population, ac- 
cording to a Russian wireless message 
received here. District assemblies 
throughout the Ukraine decided to 
burn all bread and other provisions 
The land owners were declared to be 
outcasts. 

Twenty thousand peasants attempt- 
ed to hold an assembly of their own 
in Kiev, but they were dispersed by 
the Germans. 

General Skoropauski, the self-ap- 
pointed hetman, has been declared an 
imposter by many Ukrainian organ- 
izations and the people have been or- 
dered to disregard his decrees. Ex- 
cept for his bodyguard of 100 men, the 
hetman is said to have no troops at 
his disposal. 

Everywhere the Germans are ap- 
pointing their qwn officials, while the 
country is groaning with hunger, mis- 
ery, ane slavery. The Russian state- 
ment says that thousands are attempt- 
ing to flee to Great Russia. The 
members of the rada are regarded as 
traitors. Almost the entire population 
is armed. Attempts by the Germans 
to disarm them are meeting with 
deadly resistance. Towns and villages 
are reported to have been burned. 

The Germans, the statemnt adds, 
export to Germany all the provisions 
they can lay hands on, but there are 
no imports to the Ukraine. All the 
towns villages and railway stations 
and cars are in darkness as there is no

IS NO BREACH OF FAITH 
SAYS THE PREMIER 


SIR ROBERT BORDEN REPLIES TO 
A QUERY FROM THE UNITED 
FARMERS. 

Referring to the statement made 
by some of the farmers of the west 
that the government had broken faith 
with them by cancelling all ‘ exemp- 
tions granted to men between the 
ages of 20 and 23, Premier Borden 
wired to Secretary H. Higginbotham, 
of the U.F.A., this morning as follows: 

“Dear Sir: 

“I beg to acknowledge your tele- 
gram of the -9th inst, concerning the 
recent amendments to the Military 
Service Act. Enclosed herewith is a 
copy of a statement setting forth the 
view of the government in the matter. 
At the sime time I must emphatically 
take exception to any suggestion that 
there has, been a breach of faith on 
the part of the government. The view 
that an exemption certificate constit- 
utes a pledge from the government 
to the holder is utterly unsound. 

SUBJECT TO REVOCATION. 

“Under the principle of the Military 
Servige Act such certificates are to be 
regarded as subject to revocation at 
any time when this may be required 
by the exigencies of the war situation. 
Changes may and do occur in this sit- 
uation, and the government must be 
in a position from time to time to hold 
the balance between the various con- 
flicting needs of the country, and to 
take action accordingly. The govern- 
ment would have had no right what- 
ever to give any pledge which might 
conflict with this principle, and no 
such pledge was ever, in fact, given.

SIZING UP SITUATION. 


‘In connection with the above, Mr. 
Higginbotham said on Wednesday that 
the executive of the U.F.A. had con- 
sidered the fact that there were four 
members of the Canadian council of 
agriculture in Ottawa, and had 
thought that they could make suffi- 
cient: representations to the govern- 
ment with regard ‘to the situation, and 
that it was unnecessary for the far- 
mers of Alberta to send down a dele- 
gation to support that of the farmers 
of eastern ‘Canada. 

On. the council are J. A. Maharg, 
president of the United Grain Grow- 
ers of Manitoba, and T. Henders, pres- 
ident of the United Grain Growers of 
Saskatchewan, aJso Messrs. Reid and 
Cruise. Mr. Reid is ‘farming three 
sections of land, and has two sons 
who will be affected by the new order 
cancelling the exemptions, but he vot- 
ed for it. This being the case, the 
local executive here had concluded, 
as had also President Wood, that the 
situation must be such that the fen 
were needed more overseas than they 
were here on the farms.’ ; 


Three years ‘and seven months ago 
I left England for the Continent on 
duty connected with the war, and 
since then I have made only two or 
three short visits to this country at 
intervals of more than- a‘year. On 
each occasion, coming with a- mind 
prepared by absence for fresh. im- 
pressions, I have been struck by the 
mingled emotions of the nation as the 
tremendous news of the war broke 
upon us. To many, to myself among 
them, it-seemed that most of our fel- 
low countrymen were utterly unable 
to form any conception, even a remote 
one, of the magnitude of the issue 
forced upon us. Who does not remem- 
ber the cricket matches at Lord’s, the 


ments which for a time went on just 
as usual, as if we were completely 
unaware that the trumpet of Armaged- 
don had sounded? That was the first 
phase. The war was a new sensation 
lending itself, together with much that 
was noble, to a thousand manifesta- 
tions of the old spirjt of snobbishness, 
false sentiment, and notoriety hunt- 
ing. When I returned a year later 
I found much searching of heart as to 
the respective merits of voluntary or 
compulsory service. The question of 
national food supply had not even 
begun to occupy the minds of the 
masses. Not a thought was given to 
this tremendous problem. We-were 
making great efforts in the field, but 
the impression uf the complete ab- 
sorption of the home population in the 
one and only issue facing the nation 
was wanting. London went its way 
as before, and “business as usual” 
was still the motto in many minds, if 
not of most. 

Another year had passed, and again 
I came back, this time with greater 
difficulty and at greater personal risk 
owing to German submarine activity. 


me, an England which had learned 
many lessons, and suffered many los- 
ses, an England learning slowly but 
surely the magnitude of the task con- 
fronting her, and realizing by degrees 
that the hour was approaching when 
her destiny would be decided. 

And now again I am in England. 
What is the impression which Eng- 
land makes on me today? It is one 
that any Englishman may reverently 
thank God for experiencing. The 
day so long desired by: our adversary 
has dawned, the hour in which Eng- 
land’s fate hangs in the balance is 
here. As I have passed through the 
streets of London, travelled in the 
underground or in omnibuses, taken 
my simple meals in public restaur- 
ants or teashops, mingled with the 
crowds in the busy thoroughfares, or 
conversed with friends in the retire- 
ment and intimacy of home, I have 
found one spirit animating my fellow 
countrymen. Not a spirit of boastful- 
ness or arrogance, not a spirit of pride. 
or overweening self-confidence, but a 
quiet, resolute, calm spirit of sted- 
fastness and courage such as I have 
never in my life met before. Social 
distinctions have not disappeared, 
but the spirit of brotherhood and sis- 
terhood has asserted itself in a way 
never before revealed. For the first 
time since the war began, which has 
worked so many and such wonderful 
changes, I find myself in 4 great fam- 
ily, bound together by the most sacred 
‘of ties as by the most sacred of sor- 
rows. At this supreme moment in our 
nation’s life, when everything, yes, 
everything depends on the spirit of 
its sons and daughters, I feel, for the 
first time since the outbreak of the 
war, that its lesson has been learnt 
and laid to heart, and that as & peo- 
ple we are prepared for any trials, 

sacrifices,’ and privations that this 
most searching of tests may fmpose 
upon us. There is no mistaking the 
seriousness with which the issue is 
being watched by all our fellow coun- 
trymen. Young and old, men and 
women, boys and girls—all are alive 
to it, and all are facing it with a calm- 
ness for which I, as an Englishman 
long resident abroad, cannot feel tog. 
proud or too thankful.“ How often 
during the war have not:the words:of 
Shakespeare, who knew and _inter- 
preted the heart of England better 
than any other has ever done, echoed 
and re-echoed through my memory: 
Naught shall make us rue! 

If England to herself do rest but true! 

Today the conviction is irresistibly 
borne in upon me that the steel of 
our character has been tempered more 
finely by the fierce trial through 
which we have for over three years 
and a half been passing, and that 
naught, indeed, shall make us rue, 
because England is, in very deed, 
resting and will continue to rest true 
to itself.

In view of the recent order for the 
registration of ‘men, nineteen years of 
‘age, the. American consul wishes to 
state that at the present time Ameri- 
can citizens are not subject to the mili- 


tary service-act of Canada and should |: 


not register thereunder unless they 


-|wish to volunteer for service Bocas 


the Canadian forces. 

The consulate has’ had many re- 
quests for intervention on . behalf of 
Americans who, through erroneous £d- 
vice, rogistered or claimed exemption 
under the military service act last 
autumn; and it is to obviate as far as 
possible a repetition of this that the 
present announcement is made. 

Each man should, of course, be sure 
of his citizenship; and if any uncer- 
tainty exists, the advice of the consu- 
late should be sought.. The proper 
time to do this is now, not after reg- 
istering and being drafted. 

In this connection it is well to state 
that when a father (or mother, if a 
widow) has become naturalized as a 
British subject in Canada, every child 
of such father or.mother who, while a 
minor, became resident with such 
father or mother in Canada, is a Brit- 
ish subject in Canada if-the parents’ 
naturalization occurred during the 
child’s minority. This is not always 
true, however, of persons whose par- 
ents were naturalized under the nat- 
uralization act of 1914. 

American citizens of Canadian draft 
age are urged to obtain legal proof of 
their American citizenship, if they 
have. not already done so, as upon 
them Will rest the burden of proving 
that they are not British subjects. lia- 
ble to draft under the military service 
act.

BODY FOUND IN 
EDMONTON 


POST MORTEM EXAMINATION 
SHOWS .NO MARKS ON BODY AND 
DISPROVE CERTAIN SUGGES- 
TIONS THAT WERE IN CIRCULA- 

TION IN THE CITY. * 


The body of. Mary Congdon, whose 
disappearance in Edmonton engaged 
the attention of the entire Province 
last October, was positively identified 
Friday morning by W. R. Pearce, of 
the telephone department, at whose 
residence the girl lived, and William 
Terry, at the undertaking rooms of 
Connelly-McKinley’on Rice Street. 
The parentsyf the young woman, who 
was 26 years of age at the time of her 
disappearance, arrived in the city on 
Friday from Duhamel and are expect- 
ed to attend the inquest to be held 
by Coroner Dr. Forin in the Connelly- 
McKinley rooms Saturday evening. 

The body was found at the river's 
edge Thursday evening, near the 
Great West mine, by G. H. Cavanagh, 
@ mine employee, who immediately 
communicated his discovery to the 
provincial police. 

A post mortem examination of the 
body was held Friday morning under 
the direction of Dr. Revell, provincial 
government pathologist. Provincial 
police and examining medical men are 
united in the belief that there was 
nothing about the body to indicate 
violence. They all agreed on the 
theory of suicide. Certain suggestions 
in relation to Miss Congdon’s charact- 
er which were circulated as aii explan- 
ation of her. sudden disappearance 
were conclusively disproved by Fri- 
day morning’s post mortem. 

William Terry, a friend, and one of 
those testifying to the identity of the 
body, saw Miss Congdon at 5 p.m. on 
the evening of her disappearance, 
October 25th, a few hours before she 
attended a revival meeting in the first 
Baptist Church. It was following this 
revival that she disappeared from 
view. Rewards by her family: and the 


- provincial government for discovery 


of her whereabouts approximated 
$2,000. 

The finding of Miss Congdon’s body 
Thursday evening has resulted in a 
conclusive substantiation of the theory 
held by the city and provincial detec- 
tives that Miss Congdon met her end 
in the river. With the exception of 
one detective, a provincial man, they 
all‘ ridiculed the idea that Miss Cong- 
don had been abducted by unknown 
persons. Following the tragedy sen- 
sational stories in support of the lat- 
ter theory were circulated to discredit 
the city police and resulted in con- 
siderable uneasiness among the wo- 
men folk of the city. The ending of 
the Congdon case, one of the most 
puzzling in local police annals, has 
settled for ever the absurd claims 
of Miss Congdon's being lost to her 
family through the machinations of 
motor bandits. - 

The mysterious man with the auto- 
mobile on the _ bridge, concerning 
whose presence the local paper in 
question devoted long articles, is thus 
shown to have been there for the ob- 
ject in which he was detected—crank- 
ing his car.

RUSSIANS SUNK THEIR SUBS. 


London, May 17.—Russian naval of- 
ficials blew up their’ four American 
submarines before retreating from 
Hangow in southwestern Finland last 
week, the British admiralty announc- 
ed last night. 

Seven British submarines were also 
destroyed when the German naval 
forces and transports approached Han- 
gow. Not one of the British vessels 
fell into the hands of the enemy, the 
admiralty announced. The _ seven 
British submarines were destroyed’ 
during the five days from April 3 to 
April 8. The admiralty says the pro- 
ject of blocking the harbor by sinking 
ships in it has been rejected by the 
Russian admiralty. 

The effect of the destruction of the 
British submarines upon the crews of 
the merchant vessels was, however, 
the same authority says, excellent and 
induced the destruction of many ships 
which would otherwise have fallen in- 
to the hands of the enemy.

MISS MARY CONGDON'S| 


WONDERFUL RED CROSS DIA- 
MOND. 


On first thought it seems inappro- 
priate to talk about a wonderful new: 
diamond in war times. But the fact 
that this diamond has been donated 
to the Lritish Red Cross makes it not 
only ,roper but necessary to speak of 


it at some length. For four years 
there has been a Red Cross sale at 
Christy’s in London and each year 
some entirely unexpected treasure 
has formed the centre of interest. 
Until recently no attraction was pre- 
sented for this year. But quite unex- 
pectedly appeared this wonderful dia- 
mond, of the palest exquisite primrose 
yellow, and of enormous weight for a 
diamond—surpassing all’ the famous 
diamonds known, except the “Stars of 
South Africa” (in the Imperial crown 
and the drop of the Royal Sceptre) 
and the Mattan diamond belonging to 
the Rajah of Borneo. 

The famcys Koh-i-noor in Queen 
Mary’s crown weighs not quite 108 
carats; the Regent or Pitt diamond, 
famous up to-this time as being the 
only diamond showing a Maltese ‘cross 
in the top facet, weighs 136% carats. 
The new diamond, which weighs 205 
carats is in th3 shape of a yperiect 
square and shows ea perfect Maltese 
ers in its top facet. It has the pow- 
er of absorbing the rays of any bDrilli- 
ant illumination to which it is exposed 
and afterwards emitting them in 
phosphorescent light in the dark. The 
diamond was found in the De Beers 
Mines in Grinqualand West in 1901. 
So far it has not been named, but will 
probably be known as the Red Cross 
Diamond. 


-MILITARY VOTES PROPERLY: < 
CAST ADOPTED BY COMMITTEE 


Ottawa, May 17—The commons 
privileges and ‘elections committee 
this afternoon: again dealt -with ‘the 
Yukon election matter, which was re- 
ferred back to the committee ‘yester- 
day by the house of commons. The 
action taken today -will ‘undoubtedly 
result in a declaration by the general 
returning officer that Dr. A. Thomp- 
son; who won the election by a major- 
ity of 151, is the member-elect for the 
Yukon territory. _ ds ; 

The committee, oft a vote of 14 to 
10, on strictly party lines, adopted a 
motion by Mr. Tweedie, of Calgary, 
declaring that the votes of soldiers 
purporting to have been cast are prop- 
erly applicable to the respective can- 
didates, and that the special. return 
of the general returning officer be sent 
back to that official with instructions 
to him to declare elected a candidate 
to represent the Yukon. ; 

When the committee met, E. B. 
Devlin moved that the special return 
of the returning officer be referred to 
the supreme court and that if the 
court found that the law does not pro- 
vide for such a reference, legislation 
to that effect be passed by parlia- 
ment. | : 

There was some discussion of the 
matter before Mr. Tweedie made his 
motion by way of amendment. 

Mr. Congdon, who was given an 
opportunity to speak, said that before 
he left the Yukon he had promised to 
resign if declared elected, in order 
that the government might provide a 
means whereby the soldiers’ vote 
could be taken and counted. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen argued that 
this would be quite impracticable, be- 
cause the consent of the British gov- 
ernment would have to be secured 
and elaborate machinery instituted to 
take a comparatively small number of 
votes scattered throughout the Cana- 
dian army. : 

The committee will make a new re- 
port to the house next week.

SCOTLAND’S CONTRIBUTION FOR

13th, every city, town, and, village in 
Scotland was asked to raise at least 
$12.50 per head to buy an implement 
of war, from a machine gun costing 
$400 to a super-dreadnaught costing 
312,500,008,‘ to be named after the 
area raising the money. 

$85,000,000 was raised in the Scot- 
tish war weapons’ week. [Full returns 
may show another half million, con- 
siderably over $20 per head of the 
population. A _ total of $50,000,000 
was asked for. 
Moray Firth have exceeded $100 per 
head, Portknockie coming first with 
$116.50 per head. Besides this Scot- 
land has contributed 620,000 men to 
the army alone, and the population is 
only a little over four million.

14,540 BRITISH OFFICER CASUAL- 
TIES SINCE APRIL 6. 


London, May 18—Friday’s casual- 
ties are 268 officers, 38 dead, and 3,517 
men, 770 dead, and 1,780 missing. The 
principal regiments suffering are the 
Royal Field ArtHlery, Machine Gun 
Corps, Royal Scots,South Lancashires, 


Essex, Scottish Rifles, Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, West  Surreys, 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, Berk- 


shires, Shropshire Light Infantry and 
Hampshires. Second-Lieut. John D. 
Coursy Strotten, killed, was serving 
in the Northwest Mounted Police at 
the outbreak of war. He joined the 
Canadian Cyclists and was later given 
a commission in the Warwickshires. 
Captain George Sanders, West York- 
shires, who won the Victoria Cross as 
a corporal, is wounded. Lieut.-Col. J. 
Nevill Marshall, Irish Guards, attach- 
ed to the Lancashire Fusiliers, has 
been wounded for the ninth time. 

The official casualty lists since 
April 6 show a total of 14,540 officers, 
of whom 2,827 are dead.

{10 WOMEN OF RED DEER} MILLION BUSHELS OF 


Mrs, Edwards, Vice-President for 

Alberta of the National Council of 
Women, gave a meeting ‘of Red Deer 
ladies at the City.-Hall on Wednesday 
afternoon a resume of the:recent con- 
ference of representative Canadian 
women with the Government at Ot- 
tawa. Mrs. Galbraith presided. 
- Canada was the first nation, Mrs. 
Edwards said, whose government. in- 
vited the women .to its war-councils. 
The call was to confer with the War 
Committee of the Cabinet on plans for 
wider participation of women in neces- 
sary war work including national re- 
gistration, increased production, com- 
mercial and industrial pursuits,.conser- 
vation of food, the further development 
of the spirit of service and sacrifice 
among the Canadian people and other 
problems in which women were par- 
ticularly interested. The Alberta re- 
presentatives were Mrs. Parlby, Mrs. 
Murphy. Mrs. McClung, Mrs. W, M. 
Davidson, Mrs. Edwards, and Miss Mc- 
Isaacs. 

Sections on Industries, Agriculture, 
Thrift and Economy, Registration and 
Health were formed, and Hons, White, 
Rowell, Foster, Doherty, and Robert- 
son and Mr Thomson, Food Controller, 
addressed the sections. The three 
great needs to win the war, the Min- 
isters emphasized, were men, food and 
money. The increase in the supply of 
women workers in all flelds of industry 
in order to release the men was dis- 


cussed, and short courses in agriculture: 


were suggested for women. The Thrift 
section urged small war loans or war 
stamps which could be used in a cam- 
paign among the children of _ the 
schools, as was done in Britain, to 
secure money for a new war loan; that 
the Government should establish Day- 
light Saving: that vacant lots in towns 
and cities should be cultivated; endor- 
sing the measures taken by the Food 
Board to prevent hoarding and control 
cold storage plants; and to apply the 
advice of the Minister of Finance as to 
personal expenditure so as to save for 
victory loans. This section also re- 
commended the exercise of economy in 
the home to be limited only by its nec- 
essities, the using of substitutes for 
meat and wheat, the utilization of left- 
overs of food from previous meals, 
careful supervision to prevent waste in 
amount used or by bad cooking, self- 
sacrifice applied to all conditions of 
domestic economy, no bread to be used 
until it is 24 hours old, that there 
should be official inspection of garbage 
pails, with fines for waste, that a wide 
educational campaign be organized to 
impress these plans on the women; 
every dollar must be saved to help the 
allies to finance the needs of the war. 
The women pledged their support also 
to any compulsory measure considered 
necessary to secure or conserve the 
requisite food. Compulsory rationing 
Was not practicable as yet, as the 
army of officials and the amount of 
money necessary could be better spent 
in producing than in conserving. It 
would help the women to keep the 
food regulations if they got a vision of 
the whole situation as it was. Every- 
one belonged to the great army, and 
each had a part in the struggle for 
liberty. The luxuries which should be 
cut out were every habit or indulgence 
which was not essential to life and 
health. In dress, in furs, in food, in 
fancy candy boxes, in food imported 
out of season, in amusement—all which 
did not conduce to relaxation and 
physical welfare. ° 

The Health section asked a Federal 
Department of Health and that boys 
should not be unrestrictedly drafted. 
Heavy work in childhood and youth 
made the majority of boys from the 
country physically unfit, owing to over- 
strain. The Registration, Agriculture 
and Industries sections submitted re- 
commendations which have been large- 
ly adopted by the Government. 

Mrs. Edwards’ explained the terms of 
the Dominion electoral franchise for 
women, and the definition in the Act of 
a British subject as applied to women. 

A cordial vote of thanks was tendered 
Mrs. Edwards. 


LORD FRENGH ISSUES 
ROYAL PROCLAMATION 
TO PEOPLE OF IRELAND 


Dublin, May 17.—A _ proclamation 
issued tonight says a German ‘plot in 
Ireland has been discovered. In the 
Proclamation the yiceroy calls upon 
all loyal Irishmen to defeat the con- 
spiracy. 

The proclamation of the Lord Lieut- 
enant says: 

“Whereas it has come to our know- 
ledge that certain subjects of His 
Majesty the King, domiciled in Ire- 
land, have conspired to enter, and 
have entered, into treasonable com- 
munication with the German enemy, 
and 

“Whereas such treachery is a men- 
ace to the fair name of Ireland and its 
glorious military record, a record 
which is a source of intense pride to 
a country whose sons have distin- 
guished themselves and fought with 
valor in the past in the same way as 
thousands of them are now fighting 
in this war, and 

“Whereas drastic measures must be 
taken to put down this German plot, 
which means will be solely directed 
against that plot; now, therefore, we, 
the lord-lieutenant of Ireland and gov- 
ernor-general of Ireland, have thought 
fit to-issue this proclamation. declar- 
ing as follows: 

“That it is the duty of all loyal 
subjects of his majesty to assist in 
every way his majesty’s government 
in Ireland to suppress this treason- 
able conspiracy and to defeat the 
treacherous attempt of Germany to 
defame the name of Irishmen for their 
own ends. 

“That we hereby call upon all loyal 
subjects of his majesty in Ireland to 
aid in crushing such conspiracy and, 
so far as in them lies, to assist in se- 
curing an effective prosecution of the 
war and the welfare and safety of the 
empire. 

“That as a means to this end we 
shall cause still further steps to be 
taken to facilitate and encourage vol- 
untary enlistment in Ireland in his 
majesty’s forces in the hope that, 
without ‘resort to compulsion, the 
contribution of Ireland to these for- 
ces may be brought up to the proper 
strength and made to correspond to 
the contributions of other parts of the 
empire.’” 


t IMRS, EDWARDS SPEAKS| U.S, 10 SEND 


‘THREE 
WHEAT 10 BELGIUM 


Washington, April 22nd.—Food ne 
ments to the civilian populations of 
the allied countries will be suspended 
for ten days to. move three million 
bushels of ‘grain to the Belgians, .who 
are declared .to be in desperate 
straits... . 

A part of the wheat will go to the 
populations in the German occupied 
territory of. Northern France, The 
decision to concentrate on the ship- 
ment of this grain was made follow- 
ing the receipt of urgent cablegrams 
from the Belgian Relief Commission's 
representative in Brussels. One of the 
cables said:- “Provided all shipments 
now en route arrive and provided an 
equal distribution between all parts of 
the country Belgium and Northern 
France will be without bread from 
exotic grains for 20 days.” _ 

With reference to.the above the 
following letter has been received 
showing the urgency of the case: 

Montreal, May 8th, 1918, 
To the Editor, 

We enclose herewith copy of cable 
just received from Washington, which 
will show you how desperate the poai- 
tion of our gallant Allies in Belgium 
is. It is, as a‘matter of fact, worse 
than had been imagined so far. 

Struck by the necessity of coming at 
once to the rescue of Belgium, in her 
now desperate plight, the Belgian Re- 
lief committee in Canada have decided 
that the best way to help is to take 
under their care the children of Bel- 
gium; for this purpose the following 
two courses will. be followed. 

1. Establishment in Brussels of a 
Canadian Bureau. This bureau will 
be administered by Mr. Baetens, a 
member of the Committee for Relicf 
in Belgium, who will look specially 
after the numerous orphans of Bel- 
gium, whose condition beggars de- 
scription. Charity will be given in 
the name of Canada and in this way 
Canadian donations will not lose their 
Identity. ; 

2. Active help to the thousands of 
titUe Belgianchildren who have so suf- 
fered from privations as to have their 
health critically impaired. These 
children are taken out of Belgium into 
Holland, Switzerland and France, 
where they are looked after under 
the supervision of Mr. Berryer, Min- 
ister of the Interior of Belgium, to 
whom the Canadian donations will be 
sent direct. 

We need not dwell on how urgently 
funds are required to save these little 
ones from death, the cry “20 days 
without bread” ‘is eloquent. enough. 

. May we ask you to be good enough 
to insert this appeal in your valuable 
columns so that your readers may be 
made aware of .the seriousness of 
things on the realization of which they 
will no doubt give with a generous 
heart to the poor children of Belgium.

150-PERSONS MAY BE 
DEAD IN EXPLOSION 


CHEMICAL PLANT THE SCENE OF 
_ A GREAT DISASTER. 


\ : . 

Pittsburg, Pa, May 18-—An explos- 
ion in the soda house-of.the T. N. T. 
plant of the Aetna Chemical Company 
at Oakdale, west of Pittsburg, soon 
after noon today, tore a number of 
buildings to pieces and caused what 
first reports indicated to be a great 
loss of life. Undertakers sunimoned 
to the plant declared that more than 
150 persons had been killed. 

The explosion tore down wires on 
the Pan Handle railroad and plicd 
debris high on the tracks. An em- 
ployee of the company made his way 
to Carnegie, nearby, and a wreck train 
was immediately sent out to clear the 
line and repair the wires. 

The chemical works also made up a 
relief train at Carnegie and hurried 
it to Oakdale. It carried doctors, 
nurses and surgical supplies. The 
physicians in charge, it was stated, 
had instructions to report the loss of 
life at the earliest possible moment. 
Immediately after the first explosion 
the debris took fire and at 1 o'clock 
was burning fiercely. Just before 
‘that hour it was said there was an- 
other explosion, but it did nothing 
more than scatter the battered rem- 
nants of the factory, buildings. Not 
far from the destroyed plant is an 
important pumping station of the South 
Pennsylvania Oil Company, but the 
company’s offices in Pittsburg had no 
report of damage to its property other 
than that the windows had been brok- 
en. : 

ANOTHER EXPLOSION. 

Another explosion occurred at 1.50 
o'clock, this time a big tank filled 
with an explosive known as T.N.T. let- 
ting go. The debris was scattered 
far and wide, and it was reported that 
a number of persons in the great 
crowd which stood around and watch- 
éd the burning pfile had been hurt, and 
that no one had been killed.

NO UNNECESSARY 
EXPENDITURE IN. WAR 
TIME, HE SAYS 


PREMIER BORDEN LAYS DOWN A 
RULE FOR GUIDANCE OF 
MUNICIPALITIES. 


The urgent necessity of avoiding all 
unnecessary expenditure in war time 
was urged by the Prime Minister at 
Ottawa recently in receiving a deputa- 
tion from the Toronto city council, 
the Toronto board of trade, and the 
Toronto harbour commissioners. The 
delegation had urged further federal 
government expenditure on the Tor- 
onto harbor improvement scheme to 
preserve the work already done. In 
promising full consideration of the 
delegation’s request, Sir Robert said: 
“It is very difficult indeed for any- 
one not in close touch with the ad- 
ministration to realize the position 
before the country in the matter of 
finances. We find people coming to 
the government as though we pos- 
sessed an unending source of supply 
of finance for the purpose of carrying 
on the war and everything else, just 
as if there were no war efforts re- 
quired. 

“We have done little in this coun- 
try compared with what has been done 
in some countries. In some - coun- 
tries a man is not allowed to erect a 
building even with his own money. 
We have stopped: work on the Wel- 
land canal, on the Hudson Bay rail- 
way, in Halifax and in St. John.” 
Here Hon. Mr. Carvell interrupted 
that Dr. Reid, minister of railways, 
and he had within the last two months 
cut down work in Halifax to the ex- 
tent of over a million dollars. 

“And this cutting down,” Sir Rob- 
ert added, “will have to be increased 
if we are to maintain our effort in the 
war, and it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to maintain our effort in the 
war to the end.”

~ [WHITEFISH LAKE. 
“MISSION SCHOOL 


To fie'wnce of the Red Deer tags 


Dear. Sir,—There has: been a’ Meth~ 
odist Mission at the Indian settlements 
of Whitefish and Goodfish Lakes ‘for 
over fifty years,.founded bythe late 
Rev. H. B. Steinhauer. These lakes 
are part:of the headwaters: of the 
Beaver and Churchill Rivers, and are’ 
about 120 miles N.B. of Edmonton. 

Nearly forty_years.ago,.in. 1880,.my 
wife and I went there to teach the 
Mission:School, and, were. there’ dur- 
ing the rebellion of 1885. Our Indians 
made themselves conspicuous by re- 
maining loyal. During the latter/part 
of the past winter I taught the school 
as a temporary supply for three 
months. As the Indians have moved 
out, some to Goodfish Lake and others 
to Saddle Lake, the Mission and 
School have been moved _ south to 
Goodfish Lake. Some of my pupils 
are the children of my former pupils, 
and I have seen some of their grand- 
children under school age. 

I was agreeably surprised to find 
such commodious and comfortable 
school buildings, all put up by the 
government.. They consist of four 
rooms, viz., a good sized school room 
with seating accommodation for twen- 
ty-four pupils and ample _ platform 
space, a large lunch room, a store 
room, and a wood room and two ver- 
andahs. There are twelve windows, 
five doors and a bell in the belfry on 
top. The schoolroom is _ furnished 
with moderh single school desks, 
reacher's ‘table, blackboards, maps, 
globe, looking glass, etc. The ample: 
school yard is surrounded by a good 
picket fence, as is also the teacher's 
residence, 

There is no free lunch now, on ac- 
count of the war, so many of the pu- 
pils bring lunches for themselves. 
They attend school fairly well, even 
in the coldest weather. Some wear 
bucksxin coats, some cloth overcoats, 
which in olden times was not thought 
of. Now, in warmer, sloppy weather 
some wear rubhors over their mor. 
cassins, another of the innovatiuns. 
There are so many improvements that 
I often feel like -a. Rip Van Winkle, 
waking up to find that the world las 
been marching on, even without my 
help and direction. I find in some of 
their houses evidences of thrift. They 
are all shingle roofed, many of them 
having an upper chamber. The old 
fireplace, which was so useful for ven- 
tilation as well as for light and heat, 
has given way to stoves and coal oil 
lamps. Every house has both a heat- 
er and a cooking stove, even those 
that have only one room downstairs. 
In the houses of the thrifty, there is 
@ great display of kitchen utensils 
on the wall behind the steel range. ‘I 
every room there are one or more 
tables and. several chairs and benches. 
We frequently see tablecloth, clocks, 
etc., on the tables. -In some of the 
families they have oilcloth and use 
the table for eating at. The old cus- 
tom was to eat sitting on the floor. 

There are some hip-roofed barns, in 
which they stable their fine horses, 
and a few good houses, one just op- 
posite the school premises, cost some | 
two thousand dollars, and would com- 
pare favorably with a first-class farm 
house in a white man’s neighborhood. 
‘rhe owner of the house has a general 
store, three or four teams of horses, 
forty head of cattle, light and heavy 
wagegons, buggy, sleighs, plows, fan- 


ning’ mill, “ete.; “and ‘barbed wire fence. 
He seems to’ be quite an “up-to-date 
farmer. -Nor is he; the only, one who 
has ‘a. good ‘turnout. <I ‘have ‘counted 
six coming our way from church. Each 
man ‘cultivates from ten'to. ‘Beventy 
five acres of'land. 

‘ They ‘are ‘quite zoalona in religious 
lines, too. >There are: several class 
leaders and: local, preachers. The 
services: are well’ attended both Sun- 
day and: week evenings. I enjoy sing- 
ing the old hymns with them, some of 
them have’! good’ voices—almost as 
good as the former generation.

‘ FARMERS MAY KEEP. FLOUR 
/THEY HAVE 


Regina, “May 17.—This evening, 
George A: Mantle, honorary secretary 
of the Saskatchewan branch ‘of. ‘the 
Canada Food Board,:received by wire 
important amendments to the recent 
order of the board (No. 31, issued. on 
April 25th), having to _do with the 
hoarding of flour. 

The amendments are in the form of 
two additional sub-sections to section 
No. 1, reading as follows: 

“C—A bona fide farmer shall be 
permitted to hold, subject to the order 
of the “anada food board, the amount 
of flour made wholly or in part from 
wheat he may have in his possession 
excess of the amount prescribed by 
the above order (No. 31), if on or be- 
fore June 15, 1918, he reports to the 
miller or dealer from whom {it was 
purchased or by whom it was munv- 
factured the excess amount held by 
hin. It ehall then be the duty of such 
miller or dealer to report all such 
holdings to the Canada food board on 
forms to be.supplied and at sich 
times as he is directed. 

“D—Any person holding or having 
in his possession not more than 25 
pound of flour made wholly or in part 
from wheat, or who holds or has in his 
possession at the date hereof part 
only cf one original packaze“in which 
such flour was purchased, though the 
amount exceed, 25 pownls, shall bo 
permitted to hold the same.” 

‘Tre relieves a somewhat scrious 
situation so far as the farmers are 
concerned in this province, many of 
whom had laid in large supplies on a 
co-operative basis through the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers association.

WHY: THE FLAG FLIES 
TO-DAY 


VICTORIA, BORN 24th MAY, 1819, 
DIED JANUARY. 22nd, 1901. 


We are flying the flag today on the 
alil the flagstaffs .of the Canadian 
Canadian Club flagstaffs in affection- 
ate and loyal remembrance of the 
great and good Queen and .Empress, 
Victoria, who on January 22nd, 1901— 
sixteen years ago—was called to her 
rest. ; 

Never in the history of the world, 
was there a monarch who gained and 
kept, as she did, the sincere loyalty 
and love of all sorts and conditions 
of people 

Her influence was only for good; 
and this was, in a great measure, due, 
not so much to her administrative 
ability, although that was most mark- 
ed; not so much to her unremitting 
attention to the duties and responsi- 
bilities of her high office, noteworthy 


as that was; but to the pure and love. 


ly atmosphere which ever pervaded 
her home and court. 

She was, for more than sixty years, 
the true friend of her people, rejoicing 
in their joys, sorrowing in their sad- 
ness, always among the first to aid, 
by her influence and liberality, every 
scheme that had for its object the 
amelioration of those who, in all parts 
of the world, claimed the protection 
of the British flag. 

Institutions for the education and 
care of the blind, the deaf and dumb, 
the orphan, the destitute and helpless 
in every walk of life, were ever very 
near to Her Majesty’s heart, and bene- 
fited by -her princely liberality. 

To literature she was ever a genei- 
ous patron. It would be a gigantic 
task to take account of the men and 
women in the domain of letters, whose 
lives were made brighter and happier 
by her whole hearted generosity. 

And in the realm of Art, of Science, 
and of service for the commonwealth, 
is not the same thing true? 

She democratized the distribution 
of honors. She was assiduous in prais- 
ing well-doing, and in encouraging all 
that was best in Church and State. 

Many and heavy, were the sorrows 
that the Queen had to endure, during 
her long life; yet these never made 
her apathetic to the distresses and 
sorrows of others. She accepted ev- 
erything, whether joy or sorrow, a3 
coming from the wise hand of Provi- 
dence. 

She was permtted to see a ripe old 
age, and to retain her wondrous pow- 
ers almost to the last. She saw, 
during her lifetime, many changes for 
good, in her own beloved land, and in 
the world generally. And, from all 
the progress that was made we can- 
not disassociate the name of the good 
Queen, who encouraged and aided, by 
every means ineher power, everything 
tending to righteousness, and peace, 
and enlightenment. 

The name of Victoria the Good will 


go down in history as the most en-| 


lightened ‘and consistent of constitu- 
tional monarchs. Her position was 
no sinecure; she was not, as many ill- 
informed people imagined, a mere 
figure-head, leaving the work of gov- 
ernment to her Ministers. WHile she 
was in residence at Windsor, two 
mounted messengers were needed to 
keep up perpetual communication 
with the telegraph and _ telephones. 
Every word of the Parliamentary re- 
port which wag daily made to her by 
the leader of the House of Commons 
was perused by her, and not unfre- 
uently annotated in her own hand 
before being filed. On not a_ few 
occasions, her advice to her Govern- 
ment was of the most valuable and 
statesman-like charaeter, and was 
implicitly followed by the Nation. 

We, in this part of the great north- 
west, have shown our appreciation of 
the wonderful influence of the Good 
Queen, whose grandson now rules 
over the British nation, by the erec- 
tion of a Statue in front of our Legis- 
lative Buildings, and by naming one 
of our schools after her. For several 
generations, however, she will live in 
the hearts of her people and will need 
no outward reminder. 

She was a noble woman, a good 
Queen, and, well may every one of 
her millions of subjects say today, as 
was said in 1897, on the occasion of 
her Diamond Jubilee: — 


“Through all those sixty years, 
Through all the joys and tears, 
Through peace and war, 

God did uphold her throne, 
While round it love had grown, 
Bindnig wide realms in one, 
All the world o’er.” .

WEST PLEASED WITH 
BORDEN’S STAND 
ON EXEMPTIONS 


FIRM STAND WITH EASTERN .- 
- FARMERS APPEALS VERY 
PARTICULARLY TO WEST. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 15th.—That the 
country approves of the firm stand 
taken by the prime minister Tuesday 
in refusing to modify the military man 
power regulations so as to exempt ag- 
ricultural labor is being made strik- 
ingly evident by the telegrams which 
are pouring in from all of the prov- 
inces, from the west in particular. Sir 
Robert’s attitude is being strongly ap- 
proved. The position taken by the 
United Farmers of Alberta apparently 
expresses the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the plains. Western mem- 
bers today stated that they were re- 
ceiving no complaints from their far- 
mer constituents but on the _ other 
hand are in receipt of many messages 
advising them to stand behind the 
government.

In so far.as’the opposition is con:

Yesterday, leading Laurier 
liberals endeavored to make the most 
of the situation, and it was chiefly as 
a result-of demagogic speeches by 
anti-conscriptionists that the futile at- 
tempt was made by the farmers to in- 
vade the house of commons. For ex- 
ample among the speakers at the ar- 
ena was Thos. Vien, who speaking in 
the commons this session, -seriously 
proposed that the time had come when 
the United States should supply all 
the required man power from this con- 
tinent. Another orator heard was J. 
C. Ethier, of Two Mountains, who in 
the_course ‘of the conscription” debate 
last session declared that Canada had 
done enough in the war. Other speak- 
ers were Dr. J. P.' Molloy, of Proven- 
cher, one of the two Laurier repre- 
sentatives from the west, who made 
an inflammatory and purely political 
speech against the government. Lieut. 
Pacaud, an. extreme anti-conscriptior- 
ist and Laurier representative from 
Megantic, and J. B. Danjou, Rimouski, 
also an anti-conscriptionist and a 
Laurierite, finally capped the climax. 
Senator Cloran and Arthur Hawkes 
were the chief orators of the night 
meeting. 
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HUN TREATMENT OF DR. BELAND 
IS LIFE TRAGEDY.

Wife Died In Belgium—Was Not Per- 
mitted by Germans to See Her.

Ottawa, May 14.—Hon. Dr. Beland, 
who will soon be back in Canada, is a 
former postmaster-general of Canada, 
having occupied that post for a few 
months previously to the general elec- 
tion of 1911, which resulted in the de- 
feat of the Laurier administration. He 
is still the member for Beauce county, 
having been elected by acclamation in 
his absence in December last. 


Just before the outbreak of the war 
Dr. Beland was married to a Belgian 
lady. Ho was on his honeymoon trip 
in Belgium when the Germans over 
ran the country in August, 1914. He 
could have got away but remained to 
give succor to the Belgians and Ger- 
man wounded. With characteristic 
indifference to the labors of mercy, the 
Germans made him|a prisoner, and he 
remained a prisoner despite repeated 
efforts on the part of the Imperial 
authorities and the Dominion govern- 
ment to secure his release. His free- 
dom now comes as the result of a 
recent agreement between the British 
and German governments made by 
neutral agencies for release of prison- 
ers upwards of forty-five years of-age. 

.Dr. Beland’s health, never too ro- 
bust, falled steadily during his stay 
in Germany and some time ago he was 
given some measure of freedom. About 
a year ago his wife became ill in Bel- 
gium, but he was not permitted by the 
German authorities to visit her. The 
illness terminated fatally. 


ALLIES MUST STOP 
CAREER OF THE 
~ HUNS IN RUSSIA 


LONDON PRESS URGES PROMPT 
INTERVENTJON—BOLSHEVIKI 
FAIL AT CRITICAL TIME. 


London, May 17.—The London press 
in general is urging the necessity of 
Allied intervention of a prompt nature 
if what is alluded to as the rapid 
strengthening of the German grip on 
Russia is to be successfully combated. 
The newspapers refer to Lord Robert 
Cecil’s house of commons remarks as 
the culminating indication of the inab- 
lity or unwillingness of the Bolshev- 
iki to resist the German penetration 
and in some instances the advocates 
of intervention reiterate the earlier 
pleas for allowing Japan to act. The 
insistence upon Japan’s disinterested- 
ness is renewed, as is Japanese loy- 
alty to the alliance. The Daily Tele- 
graph concludes its article with these 
lines: 

“The statements at Tokio have made 
it quite clear that they have no covet- 
ous aims. In order to support the 
general policy of the Allies and to 
protect Siberia from ‘Teutonic rapac- 
ity, Japan, we are convinced, is ready 
to act in any way ‘that promotes the 
ideals of the Entente Powers.”

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“ENTIRE: VILLAGES HAVE BEEN 
‘SET ON FIRE AND PLUNDERED 
BY GERMANS, 


London, May 15.—According. to 
Reéuter's, Limited, a Russian govern- 
ment wireless received here today re- 
veals the full horror of the German 
atrocities in the occupied regions of 
White Russia. It says that trust: 
worthy witnesses, who produced doc- 
umentary evidence, told of the vio- 
lence of the Pogroms and of the tor- 


tures, executions and savage methods 
of dealing with the working classes, 
as well as the plundering and burn- 
ing of Russian -villages by German 
detachments. ‘ = 


“In the, Bobrinsk district,” the dis- 
patch adds, “entire villages have 
been set afire and: plundered. In the 
village of Buda, a Uhlan patrol de- 
manded a contribution of several 
thousand roubles, and when the peas- 
ants had paid part of it and were un- 
able to pay more the Uhlans = sur- 
rounded the village and bombarded it. 


“In other villages, peasants, women 
and children, who endeavored to es- 
cape from fires, were pursued by Uh- 
lans and cut to pieces with swords or 
flogged. with whips. In one village 
an old Jew was first flogged and then 
hanged in the presence of all the vil- 
lagers. Most of the savage acts were 
perpetrated in Jewish. villages. 


“All persons suspected of belonging 
to the Bolsheviki and those in mili: 
tary uniforms were immediately shot. 
A further group of facts concerns vio- 
lence done by the White Guard, allies 
of the German authorities, to the Rus- 
sian inhabitants of Finland, especially 
in Viborg. Even 12 year old children 
have been shot. At Viborg one wit- 
ness saw two hundred corpses, mainly 
Russian officers and mere school boys. 
According to other witnesses more 
than 600 persons were executed in 
two days.”

This is 
by far the greatest entry for this event 
in the ten years since the sale was 
started and will be a good opportun- 
ity to get herd bulls of the very, best 
quality, as well as good serviceable 
bulls for the range. With such a 
large entry, bulls will no doubt be 
sold to suit the purse of everyone. 


The catalogue for this sale is ar- 
ranged according to a new plan out- 
lined at the annual meeting of the 
Alberta Cattle Breeders’ Association. 
While each man’s entries are number- 
ed consecutively for stabling conven- 
fence, the catalogue arrangement is 
by classes according to age. The 
prize winners in each class will be 
sold first, then the balance of that 
class before the next class is sold. 
The advantages of the new plan are 
that an intending purchaser has a 
chance to bid on all the other bulls 
of a certain age if he is not able to 
secure one of the prize winners. Also 
if he wants a two year old bull, for in- 
stance, he has the advantage of having 
all the two year olds brought out in 
succession, and then can get through 
his business more _ expeditiously.

Two of the three wise men respon- 
sible for the Bentley railway have re- 
turned from the east and are now resi- 
dent at Gull Lake, where they are en- 
joying the cool breezes.

A new sensational development ad- 
opted by the British authorities comes 
from a youthful Canadian officer from 
Lambton, who recently performed, im- 
portant work with the Italian’ air 
force in Italy. Details showing the 
extent of the new aerial developments 
are not divulged, but the net will be 
spread wide to corral Hun craft. The 
first fruits are allowed to be seen in 
the- daily isolated announcements, 
which, however, give little idea of the 
immense scope of the British plans. 


Neutral newspapers indicate a 
growing panicky feeling among the 
Germans who realize the true meaning 
of the recent heavy losses by those 
important weapons. :

HUN ATROCITIES IN (SENSATIONAL AIR MILK IN THE HOG RATION 
RUSSIA DISGLOSED HERE 


In order to raise and finish all the Jip 


extra, pigs that willbe farrowed- in 
Canada this year as a result of the~ 
campaign for increased production, it 
will be necessary to excercise tho ut- 
most’ economy in the use of concen- 
trated foods. . Pig raisers’ who ;have 
access to. dairy by-products have a 
great advantage over others. Experi- 
ments: have proven.that when-meal is 
worth $40 a ton, milk is worth more 
than ‘$8 for an equal weight,-that is; 
provided. it is, fed economically. Ex- 
periments carried on at. the Dominion 
Experimental’ Farms and: Stations 
show that for growing hogs, 60.tbs of 
skim milk produced results equal to - 
100 tbs of mixed meal. Buttermilk 
fed fresh is equal to’skim milk. Whey 
is not so valuable: One hundred 


pounds of whey was proved. equal to — 


19.2 lbs. of milk, that is, provided it is 
fed in not too large quantities and be- 
fore it has soured. : ; 

A study of experiments with skim 
milk show that for young pigs 1 Ib of 
milk fed with 2% or 3tbs of meal 
gives best results. For larger hogs 
Jess milk may be used. For hogs over 
100 Ibs in weight not more than 5 lbs 
of skim milk daily should be fed in 
order to get the greatest value from 
the milk. 

At the Nova Scotia Agricultural 
College it was shown that the best 
gains were made by feeding a lot of 
pig ration composed of 148 tbs of 
grain, 900 tbs of skim milk, and 110 
lbs of mangolds. At the Ontario Agric- 
ultural College the best results were 
obtained where the proportion of milk 
to meal was 2.6 to 1. In‘one trial in 
which this proportion was used, 365 
tbs of skim milk were equal to 100 
Ibs of meal. This agrees fairly close- 
ly with the results obtained at the 
Ottawa and Branch Farms. 

In a series of articles that appear in 
the May number of The Agricultural 
Gazette, both the Ottawa and Guelph 
authorities agree that it does not do 
to change the diet from sweet to sour 
-milk. For young pigs the sweet milk 
is much to be preferred.’ For larger 
pigs it seems to make little difference 
whether or not it is fed sweet or mod- 
erately sour, provided whatever con- 
dition favoured is uniformly kept up, 
that is to say, if the milk cannot ‘be 
obtained always sweet, then it should 
be fed sour as a rule.
